THE  PUBLIC  HEALTH  DEPARTMENT 

Mr.  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  1963  in 
accordance  with  Circular  1/64  (Wales)  from  the  Welsh  Board 
of  Health. 

My  report  deals  with  statistics  and  the  social  condition  of  the 
district,  the  general  provision  of  health  services  for  the  district, 
prevalence  of  and  control  over  infectious  diseases,  tuberculosis, 
venereal  diseases,  housing,  inspection  and  supervision  of  food, 
atmospheric  pollution,  the  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  area 
(water  supply,  drainage  and  sewerage,  public  cleansing,  sanitary 
inspection,  domestic  pests  and  rodent  control  and  the  anti-litter 
campaign)  and  the  work  of  the  public  health  inspectors. 

INTRODUCTION 

My  predecessor,  Dr.  G.  McKim  Thomas,  retired  from  your 
service  at  the  end  of  June  after  some  26  years  and,  prior  to  my 
appointment  as  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health  in  September,  the 
affairs  of  the  Health  Department  were  supervised  by  Dr.  C.  J. 
Revington,  the  Deputy  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for 
Glamorgan. 

With  my  appointment,  the  position  of  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
for  the  Cardiff  Rural  District  Council,  Cowbridge  Rural  District 
Council  and  Cowbridge  Municipal  Borough  became  a “Mixed” 
appointment,  being  combined  with  Medical  Officer  for  the  South 
East  Division  of  Glamorgan,  to  whom  I am  committed  for  two 
days  per  week. 


STATISTICS 

POPULATION 

The  estimated  mid-year  population  of  the  district  is  given  by 
the  Office  of  the  Registrar  General  as  50,880. 

BIRTHS,  DEATHS  AND  INFANT  MORTALITY  RATES 

The  number  of  live  births  notified  in  the  District  during  the 
year  was  926,  of  which  25  were  illegitimate,  or  2.7  per  cent,  of  the 
total  live  births.  Eight  stillbirths  were  notified. 

There  were  614  deaths  in  the  District,  330  males  and  284  females. 

The  number  of  infant  deaths  in  the  District  was  18,  giving  an 
infant  mortality  rate  of  19.44  per  1,000  live  births. 
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INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 

SCARLET  FEVER,  DYSENTERY,  MEASLES  AND  FOOD 
POISONING 

There  were  12  cases  of  scarlet  fever  and  19  cases  of  dysentery 
during  the  year,  which  was  approximately  the  same  as  in  the  previous 
year.  There  was,  however,  a steep  rise  in  the  notifications  for 
measles,  a total  of  622,  which  was  over  six  times  as  many  as  in 
1962.  The  notifications  for  cases  of  food  poisoning  would  have 
been  the  same  as  in  1962  but  for  a short-lived  explosive  episode 
occurring  in  the  Penarth  Grammar  School  affecting  nearly  200 
students,  of  whom  111  were  residents  of  our  district. 


TUBERCULOSIS 

During  the  year  a total  of  15  cases  of  tuberculosis  were  notified, 
of  which  12  were  pulmonary  and  3 were  of  non-pulmonary  origin. 

The  tubercule  bacillus  is  not  beaten  yet  and  tuberculosis  'is 
still  a serious  disease.  With  better  housing,  a high  general  standard 
of  living  and  the  availability  of  safe  milk,  it  may  be  asked  why 
this  is  the  case,  especially  when  we  now  possess  drugs  which  cure. 
The  great  problem  is  to  get  the  public  to  co-operate.  Some  who 
start  by  co-operating  do  not  continue  treatment  until  the  cure  is 
finally  effected.  Public  complacency  is  the  danger  today. 

With  a correct  attitude  from  the  public  towards  tuberculosis, 
it  is  within  our  power,  with  proper  measures  of  prevention  and 
treatment,  to  eradicate  a disease  which  caused  more  deaths  than 
any  other  disease  at  the  turn  of  this  century. 


VENEREAL  DISEASE  AND  ILLEGITIMACY 

Some  Members  of  the  Health  Committee  at  the  November 
meeting  expressed  concern  at  reports  in  the  national  newspapers 
in  connection  with  venereal  disease,  illegitimacy  and  child  mothers. 
I presented  a brief  report  on  these  subjects  to  the  December  meeting 
of  the  Health  Committee. 

In  discussing  venereal  disease,  it  is  to  be  noted  that,  in  addition 
to  the  well-known  diseases  syphilis  and  gonorrhoea,  venereologists 
include  conditions  which  for  brevity  are  grouped  as  “other 
conditions.” 

It  is  this  group  of  “other  conditions”  which  is  mainly  responsible 
for  the  increased  incidence  of  venereal  disease.  The  present  low 
figure  for  syphilis  is  a triumph  for  the  public  health  services  and 
the  attention  to  routine  blood  examinations  of  expectant  mothers 
at  ante-natal  clinics.  The  figure  for  gonorrhoea,  no  respecter  of 
social  class,  tends  to  be  on  the  increase. 
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The  report  provided  statistics  of  the  incidence  of  new  cases  at 
clinics  in  England  and  Wales  in  1962  and  1963  (actual  and  expected 
figures);  a section  on  the  role  of  prostitution  and  the  good-time 
girl  in  a comparison  between  different  countries;  and  the  changing 
pattern  of  venereal  disease  between  1935  and  1960. 

The  section  on  illegitimacy  provided  statistics  of  illegitimate 
maternities  for  the  period  between  1850  and  1960. 

Another  section  of  the  report  dealt  with  child  mothers. 

This  was  followed  by  a section  stating  some  known  facts  and 
some  popular  conjectures  in  connection  with  the  problems  briefly 
discussed  in  the  report,  which  ended  with  my  conclusions,  which 
were: 

1.  Though  venereal  disease,  in  all  its  manifestations  taken 
together,  shows  an  increase,  it  is  not  a public  health  problem 
of  the  magnitude  of  cancer,  bronchitis,  and  heart  disease, 
thanks  to  modern  methods  of  therapy.  Health  and  sex 
education  may  be  expected  to  produce  desirable  results. 

2.  There  is  less  illegitimacy  now  than  100  years  ago.  However, 
there  is  a rise  of  approximately  50%  in  the  last  quarter 
of  a century. 

3.  Early  maturity  and  diminishing  parental  control  are  facts; 
and  these  factors  provide  an  explanation  of  the  problems 
of  both  venereal  disease  and  illegitimacy  which  Health 
Education  in  all  forms,  and  from  various  sources,  can 
attempt  to  reduce. 

4.  Without  research,  there  is  no  evidence.  Without  evidence, 
there  is  no  answer. 


SMALLPOX 

Following  the  smallpox  outbreak  in  1962,  the  Standing  Medical 
Advisory  Council  advised  that  protection  against  smallpox  should 
begin  during  the  first  two  years  of  life.  As  a result  of  this,  vaccination 
against  smallpox  was  introduced  at  certain  clinics  and  a total  of 
13  children  under  the  age  of  two  years  belonging  to  our  District 
were  given  Primary  Smallpox  vaccinations  during  1963. 

There  is  reason  to  believe  that,  in  the  absence  of  any  contra- 
indications to  vaccination,  the  period  of  choice  for  Primary  Smallpox 
vaccination  is  the  second  year  of  life. 

There  were  no  cases  of  smallpox  in  1963. 


POLIOMYELITIS 

During  1963,  a total  of  1,655  anti-poliomyelitis  doses  were 
given  to  members  of  the  public  in  our  District.  Of  this  total,  1,331 
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doses  (256  primary  and  1,075  booster  doses)  were  given  at  clinics 
and  324  (213  primary  and  111  booster  doses)  were  given  by  general 
practitioners. 

There  were  no  notifications  of  poliomyelitis  in  the  District  during 
the  year. 


CAUSES  OF  DEATH 

Of  the  total  number  of  614  deaths  from  all  causes  in  the  district 
in  1963,  313  (or  50.9%)  were  due  to  diseases  of  the  heart  and 
blood  vessels. 

108  (or  17.5%)  deaths  were  due  to  malignant  disease.  Of  the 
108  deaths  from  malignancy,  25  cases  were  of  malignancy  of  the 
lung  and  bronchus. 

Bronchitis  claimed  33  lives,  pneumonia  45,  and  other  diseases 
of  the  respiratory  system  4. 

The  casual  relationship  between  smoking  and  diseases  of  the 
lung,  heart  and  blood  vessels  and  peptic  ulcers  is  too  well  established 
to  need  elaboration  here.  However,  it  is  worthy  of  mention  that 
of  the  total  of  614  deaths  from  all  causes,  no  less  than  420  were 
deaths  from  diseases  of  heart  and  blood  vessels  (313)  and  from 
diseases  of  the  respiratory  system  (107)  including  25  deaths  from 
lung  cancer  alone. 

One  fact  is  inescapable,  namely  that  all  deaths,  diseases  and 
discomforts  to  health  caused  by  smoking  are  preventable. 

HOUSING 

The  general  standard  of  housing  in  the  district  is  good.  There 
is  one  case  of  statutory  overcrowding.  There  are  no  problems  in 
connection  with  houses  which  are  let  in  lodgings  or  in  multiple 
occupation. 

The  number  of  Category  V properties  in  the  district  is  now 
down  to  25  and  statutory  action  is  taken  to  secure  the  closure  or 
demolition  of  any  property  in  this  category  whenever  one  becomes 
vacant. 

381  private  dwellings  and  53  Council  dwellings  were  built  during 
the  year.  At  the  end  of  the  year,  there  was  a total  need  for  208 
units  of  accommodation  for  the  whole  of  our  district,  which  would 
appear  to  be  a modest  demand  for  a population  of  50,880. 

In  connection  with  priorities  for  housing  accommodation,  the 
importance  of  the  assessment  on  medical  and  medico-social  grounds 
is  paramount  and  it  is  clear  that  Members  of  the  Housing  Allocation 
Committees  appreciate  that  this  is  the  crucial  factor  in  the  points 
system  operated  by  the  Council  for  the  purpose  of  determining 
the  question  of  need  between  applicants. 
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ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION 


It  is  predictable  that  the  concentration  of  pollutants  in  the 
atmosphere  will  continue  to  increase  in  industrialised  societies 
until  revolutionary  improvements  take  place  in  the  efficiency  of 
combustion  processes.  The  perpetuation  of  a polluted  atmosphere 
is  dependent  not  only  upon  sources  of  combustion  but  also  upon 
climatic  and  meteorological  conditions  which  prevent  the  dilution 
and  dispersion  of  pollutants. 

The  case  for  the  prevention  of  atmospheric  pollution  is  over- 
whelming. That  effective  prevention  is  possible  is  based  on  the 
strength  of  informed  opinion. 

STEETLEY  DOLOMA 

During  1963,  as  has  been  the  case  since  1956,  complaints  were 
received  of  obnoxious  emissions  from  the  Steetley  Doloma  Works 
at  Gwaelodygarth. 

At  the  request  of  the  Members  for  Radyr,  Gwaelodygarth  and 
Tongwynlais,  I carried  out  a detailed  inspection  of  the  Works 
and  made  a report  to  the  November  meeting  of  the  Health  Com- 
mittee reviewing  the  background  history  of  the  complaints  and 
describing  the  present  situation  and  the  nature  of  the  problem. 

There  are  seven  kilns  at  present  at  the  Works,  four  of  which 
are  the  modern  Sepulchre  type  and  three  of  the  older  Cupola 
type,  the  Sepulchre  type  being  the  one  recommended  by  our  con- 
sultant, Dr.  G.  O.  Phillips  of  the  University  of  Wales,  in  his  report 
to  the  Council  in  March,  1962.  The  firm  hoped  to  convert  two  more 
kilns  to  the  Sepulchre  type  by  the  end  of  the  year — this  has  not 
materialised — but  no  assurance  was  given  with  regard  to  the  seventh 
kiln  which,  presumably,  was  to  be  retained  as  a Cupola  kiln  to 
be  able  to  meet  a sudden  large  order  for  “doloma.” 

The  nature  of  the  complaints  and  the  concern  felt  by  the  Health 
Committee  were  put  forward  to  H.M.  District  Alkali  Inspector 
for  investigation  and  action. 


NOISE  ABATEMENT 
RHOOSE  CEMENT  WORKS 

At  the  end  of  September,  complaints  were  received  from  the 
Porthkerry  Parish  Council  and  from  residents  in  Rhoose  of  noise 
emanating  from  a new  conveyor  installed  at  the  Rhoose  Works 
of  the  Aberthaw  and  Bristol  Channel  Portland  Cement  Company 
and,  at  the  request  of  the  local  members,  an  investigation  was 
carried  out  by  me,  accompanied  by  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor, 
to  ascertain  the  cause  of  the  noise  and  to  see  what  could  be  done 
to  abate  the  nuisance  complained  of. 
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On  examination,  it  was  seen  that  the  conveyor  which  transports 
hot  clinker  from  the  kiln  to  the  mill,  is  in  four  sections.  All  sections 
of  the  conveyor  are  noisy  but  the  fourth  section,  the  topmost,  is 
the  noisiest  and  it  appeared  that  the  noise  from  this  section,  which 
is  the  one  most  exposed  to  the  atmosphere,  is  the  noise  that  is 
heard  in  parts  of  Porthkerry  and  Rhoose,  and  is  the  nuisance 
complained  of.  The  noise  complained  of  would  vary  according 
to  the  direction  of  wind  currents  and  could  range  from  being 
tolerable  to  being  disturbing. 

The  lowest  sections  of  the  conveyor,  that  is,  the  ones  nearest 
the  ground,  are  roofed  over.  The  fourth,  the  topmost,  being  at  a 
considerable  height,  is  not  so  roofed. 

The  Management  of  the  Works  have  tried  the  use  of  a dry 
lubricant  on  the  conveyor  without  success,  a method  known  to 
have  remedied  noise  in  other  similar  works. 

The  Works  have  now  fitted  new  gears  in  the  driving  gearbox 
which  renders  the  conveyor  entirely  quiet  under  certain  conditions, 
namely,  when  the  conveyor  is  running  with  the  drag  chain  fully 
loaded.  The  firm’s  Consulting  Engineers  are  looking  into  the 
question  of  an  automatically  controlled  torque  device  which  will 
ensure  that  the  speed  of  the  conveyor  will  be  varied  automatically 
so  as  to  keep  the  chain  operating  under  conditions  of  silence. 

It  is  hoped  that  these  mechanical  devices  will  work.  In  the  mean 
time,  complaints  continue  to  reach  the  department.  We  have  to 
accept  that  steps  needed  to  abolish  complaints  of  noise  in  an 
industry  of  this  nature  must  of  necessity  take  time  and 
experimentation. 

However,  the  department  is  in  regular  touch  with  the  Rhoose 
Cement  Works  Management  who  are  alive  to  the  continuing 
nature  of  the  complaint  and  who  appear  anxious  to  find  the  right 
remedy. 


THE  GLAMORGAN  CANAL 

Members  of  the  Health  Committee  have  over  many  years  past 
expressed  concern  over  the  disreputable  state  of  the  Glamorgan 
Canal  and,  as  a result  of  further  attention  being  drawn  to  the 
problem  by  local  members,  I carried  out  an  inspection  of  the  Canal 
and  reported  my  findings  to  the  October  meeting  of  the  Health 
Committee,  with  my  recommendations  for  action  to  clean  up 
the  Canal. 

The  Glamorgan  Canal  is  a disused  Canal  extending  from  the 
Railway  Bridget  at  Llandaff  North  to  the  Viaduct  at  Taffs  Well 
in  so  far  as  our  Council  is  concerned.  A few  photographs  were 
taken  to  illustrate  the  report. 
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For  purposes  of  description,  the  Canal  was  divided  into  four 
sections.  Section  I (from  the  Railway  Bridge,  Llandaff  North  to 
the  Melingriffith  Works)  and  Section  II  (from  Melingriffith  Works 
to  Ironbridge  Road,  Tongwynlais)  are  owned  by  the  Cardiff 
Corporation.  Section  III  (from  Ironbridge  Road,  Tongwynlais  to 
Ivy  Cottage,  Market  Street,  Tongwynlais)  and  Section  IV  (from 
Ivy  Cottage,  Market  Street,  Tongwynlais,  to  the  Viaduct,  Taffs 
Well)  are  owned  by  the  Ministry  of  Transport  for  whom  Glamorgan 
County  Council  act  as  agents  in  a formal  caretaker  capacity  on 
a budget  of  a paltry  £20  per  annum! 

The  report  pointed  out  the  quite  discreditable  state  of  all  sections 
of  the  Canal  from  accumulations  due  to  the  dumping  of  objects 
and  materials  of  the  most  diverse  types,  ranging  from  motor  car 
bodies  to  household  goods  and  building  materials  on  the  banks 
of  the  Canal.  In  certain  parts  of  the  Canal,  in  addition  to  the  waste 
materials  mentioned,  overgrowths  at  the  water  edge  and  over- 
hanging trees  produced  a condition  of  possible  danger  to  life  and 
limb,  especially  to  venturesome  youths  and  young  children. 

I wish  to  draw  the  attention  of  the  Council  to  the  fact  that  mention 
of  my  report  on  the  Glamorgan  Canal  in  the  local  press  produced 
a very  swift  response  from  the  Cardiff  Corporation  who,  by  the 
end  of  the  year,  went  a good  way  towards  the  cleaning  up  of  those 
sections  of  the  Canal  which  were  their  responsibility.  A similar 
awareness  has  been  kindled  in  the  Ministry  of  Transport  by  their 
agents,  the  Glamorgan  County  Council,  and  by  direct  correspon- 
dence from  me  with  the  Ministry’s  Divisional  Road  Engineer 
who  has  assured  me  of  early  and  adequate  action  in  respect  of 
Sections  II  and  III  of  the  Canal. 


BEACH  POLLUTION 

In  1962,  my  predecessor,  Dr.  G.  McKim  Thomas,  acquainted 
the  Health  Committee  with  the  details  of  the  positions  of  sewer 
outfalls  at  beaches  in  the  area  of  the  rural  district  and  arranged 
for  Professor  Scott  Thompson,  Director  of  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory  Service  in  Cardiff,  to  carry  out  a survey  of  the  area 
and  the  ascertainment  of  the  degree  of  sewage  pollution  of  the 
beaches.  Samples  were  taken  at  the  water’s  edge. 

In  mid- 1963,  at  the  request  of  the  Health  Committee  for  a survey 
at  the  height  of  the  holiday  season,  Professor  Scott  Thompson 
carried  out  another  survey.  On  this  occasion,  samples  of  sea  water 
were  taken  travelling  in  a boat  along  a line  corresponding  with  the 
low  water  line,  at  a bay  along  our  coast,  and  figures  very  similar 
to  those  of  the  previous  year  were  found. 
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Professor  Scott  Thompson  has  pointed  out  that  a number  of 
laboratories  over  the  country  have  enquired  into  the  problem  of 
sewage  pollution  at  beaches,  and  reports  show  that,  though  there 
is  pollution  and  though  the  association  between  bathing  and 
pollution  in  some  areas  is  unpleasant  to  contemplate,  the  degree  of 
pollution  is  not  gross  enough  to  constitute  a material  risk  to  health. 

CARAVAN  SITES 

There  are  ten  caravan  sites  in  the  district.  Six  sites  are  holiday 
sites,  two  are  residential  and  two  are  both  residential  and  holiday. 
Over  1,600  caravans  are  in  use  at  some  time  or  another  and  close 
supervision  is  maintained  to  ensure  that  public  health  problems 
do  not  arise. 

Two  official  inspections  of  the  caravan  sites  take  place  annually 
by  appointment  with  the  site  owners  and  accompanied  by  the 
District  Engineer  and  Surveyor.  In  the  main,  the  sites  are  very  well 
maintained  and  managed. 

Just  as  the  “Best  Kept  Village”  competition  and  the  presentation 
of  an  annual  trophy  has  done  much  to  improve  the  appearance 
and  standard  of  the  more  rural  areas  of  our  district,  a similar 
competition  may  well  serve  as  an  incentive  for  the  continuous 
improvement  of  our  caravan  sites. 

RODENT  CONTROL 
RE-ORGANISATION  OF  SERVICE 

At  the  end  of  the  year,  the  rodent  control  service  of  the  Council 
was  re-organised  and  the  new  scheme  will  come  into  operation  in 
January,  1964. 

The  district  is  to  be  divided  into  two  by  the  River  Taff  and  there 
is  to  be  an  annual  interchange  of  districts  between  the  rodent 
operatives  who  will  now  have  equivalence  of  interests  and  equity 
in  transport  facilities  for  their  duties. 

It  is  expected  that  the  new  scheme  will  provide  a better  service 
to  the  community  but  it  will  be  reviewed  after  a trial  period  of 
two  years. 


PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTORS 

During  the  year,  5,058  inspections  and  visits  were  carried  out 
by  our  three  public  health  inspectors. 

693  defects  and  nuisances  were  found.  303  preliminary  notices 
were  served  and,  in  these  instances,  statutory  notices  were  served 
in  32  cases  only.  In  only  one  instance  was  it  necessary  to  take  legal 
proceedings  for  non-compliance  of  a statutory  notice.

Social  Conditions

Birth  Rate 

Of  the  934  births  notified  in  the  Cardiff  Rural  area  only  264 
took  place  within  the  district,  i.e.,  28.26%.  In  1962  it  was  30.30%, 
indicating  that  although  there  has  been  a slight  decrease 
during  the  last  year,  it  is  still  more  general  for  confinements  to 
take  place  in  maternity  hospitals  or  nursing  homes  rather  than  in 
the  home. 

Infant  Mortality  Rate 

The  rate  for  the  Cardiff  Rural  area  was  19.44  per  1,000  live  births 
in  1963;  for  other  rural  districts  it  was  26.54  and  for  the  Admini- 
strative County  the  rate  was  27.46. 

Neonatal  Mortality 

The  neonatal  mortality  rate  (i.e.,  deaths  of  children  in  the  first 
four  weeks  of  life)  was  12.96  per  1,000  live  births  compared  with 
20.15  for  other  rural  districts  and  19.54  for  the  Administrative 
County.

During  the  year  1963,  we  received  a total  of  820  notifications  of 
infectious  diseases  as  against  a total  of  183  notifications  in  1962. 

Scarlet  Fever 

Twelve  cases  of  scarlet  fever  were  notified  during  the  year,  a 
decrease  of  two  over  the  previous  year.  It  was  not  necessary  for 
any  case  to  be  treated  in  hospital. 

Measles 

There  were  622  notifications  of  measles  during  the  year  (102  in 
1962)  and  of  this  total  15  cases  were  admitted  to  Lansdowne 
hospital. 

Dysentery 

There  were  19  notifications  of  dysentery  during  the  year,  as 
against  23  in  1962,  and  one  case  was  admitted  to  hospital. 


Pneumonia 

There  were  21  notifications  of  pneumonia,  as  against  9 cases  in 
1962.  Hospital  treatment  was  provided  for  5 cases. 


Food  Poisoning 

116  cases  of  food  poisoning  were  notified  during  the  year  as 
against  15  cases  in  1962.  Of  the  1 16  notifications,  1 1 1 were  concerned 
with  a short,  explosive  episode  affecting  pupils  of  the  Penarth 
Grammar  School. 

Investigations  carried  out  by  the  Health  Department  of  the 
Penarth  Urban  District  Council  failed  to  trace  the  source  of  the 
infection.  All  the  affected  school  pupils  were  treated  by  their 
family  doctors  and  most  were  back  at  school  in  a couple  of  days 
or  so. 

Notices  were  sent  out  by  this  department  to  parents  of  all  the 
1 1 1 children  residing  in  our  district  advising  on  management  of 
those  who  were  affected  and  the  steps  to  be  taken  to  stop  the  spread 
of  infection  to  other  members  of  the  family. 


Tuberculosis 

The  total  number  of  new  notifications  received  in  1963  was  15, 
of  which  12  were  pulmonary  and  3 non-pulmonary.

No  longer  is  tuberculosis  a young  people’s  disease.  Nearly  all  the 
deaths  are  in  the  over  45  age  group.  Men  over  45  are  the  ones  most 
affected  and,  though  nobody  is  certain  why,  it  is  thought  that  the 
disease  may  remain  latent  in  men  for  many  years  and  then  come 
to  the  surface  around  the  age  of  45  for  some  reason  or  other, 
perhaps  because  of  the  damage  to  the  lungs  by  smoking.

ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION 

Problems  of  pollution  from  special  processes  are  governed  by  the 
Alkali,  etc.  Works  Regulations  Act,  1906,  1961  and  the  Alkali 
Works  Orders  1928-1963.  The  Acts  are  administered  by  the  Alkali 
Inspectorate  of  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government 
and  the  Department  of  Health  for  Scotland.  The  Acts  confer  powers 
on  the  Chief  Alkali  Inspector  of  entry,  inspection  and  testing,  and 
the  power  to  take  legal  proceedings. 

The  centenary  of  the  first  Alkali  Act  fell  in  1963  and  during  this 
year  the  scope  of  the  Alkali  Inspectorate’s  activities  was  extended 
and,  as  from  mid- 1963,  includes  the  processing  of  dolomite. 

Several  complaints  of  dust,  smoke  and  fumes  emitted  in  the 
manufacture  of  cement  and  dolomite  were  received  during  the  year. 
There  are  three  cement  works  in  the  Council’s  district  and  these 
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are  situated  on  the  seaboard  section  of  the  district,  namely  at 
Sully,  Rhoose  and  Fontygary.  The  dolomite  works  is  situated 
inland,  at  Gwaelodygarth. 

Steetley  Doloma  Works 

As  has  been  stated  in  the  preface  of  the  report,  many  complaints 
were  received  during  the  year  of  obnoxious  emissions  from  the 
processing  of  dolomite  rock  at  the  Steetley  Doloma  Works. 

The  investigations  carried  out  formed  the  basis  of  a report  to 
the  Health  Committee  in  November  and  I have  been  in  close  touch 
with  H.M.  District  Alkali  Inspector  in  an  attempt  to  procure  positive 
action  from  the  management  of  the  company  towards  the  final 
eradication  of  the  nuisance. 

Aberthaw  and  Rhoose  Cement  Works 

During  1963,  the  Aberthaw  and  Bristol  Channel  Cement  Co. 
Ltd.  completed  their  new  kiln  at  the  Rhoose  Works  by  the  end 
of  June.  The  new  kiln  has  been  equipped  with  electrostatic  pre- 
cipitators and  the  department  has  not  received  complaints  of 
dust  emission  from  the  stack. 

The  older,  smaller  kiln,  which  is  equipped  with  Frazer  Chalmers 
Cyclonic  arrestors  still  remains  in  use.  Major  changes  have  not 
taken  place  at  the  Aberthaw  Works  during  the  year.  The  Health 
Department  has  received  sporadic  complaints  of  dust  emission 
from  the  Aberthaw  Works.  The  complaints  have  been  passed  on 
to  H.M.  Alkali  Inspector  who  is  understood  to  have  persuaded  the 
Company  to  undertake  stricter  technical  control  in  order  to  minimise 
dust  emissions  from  these  works. 

Penarth  Cement  Works 

In  1963,  there  were  no  complaints  of  excessive  dust  emission 
from  the  stack  of  the  Penarth  Cement  Works. 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 
WATER  SUPPLY 

The  table  giving  details  of  the  water  supply  in  each  of  the  Parishes 
comprising  the  . Council’s  district  indicates  that  only  a very  small 
number  of  houses  remain  dependent  on  a well  or  spring  supply. 
This  is  a gratifying  situation. 

The  standard  of  bacterial  purity  has  been  satisfactory  throughout 
the  year  in  most  of  the  parishes  and  there  has  been  no  evidence  of 
diseases  associated  with  unsatisfactory  water.  We  are  fortunate  in 
having  a supply  which  is  of  medium  hardness,  of  pleasant  taste 
and  good  clarity. 

346  Samples  were  taken  for  bacterial  examination  during  the 
year  and  301  were  satisfactory  and  45  unsatisfactory.  Most  of

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the  unsatisfactory  samples  were  from  small  supplies  in  outlying 
districts.  When  unsatisfactory  samples  are  reported  immediate 
investigations  are  made  to  ascertain  the  cause  of  the  unsatisfactory 
sample  and,  if  necessary,  the  chlorination  dose  is  increased  and 
reduced  again  when  favourable  conditions  prevail. 

The  pressure  of  the  supply  has  been  improved  considerably  in 
the  parish  of  St.  Georges  by  the  provision  of  a boosting  pump. 

Improvements  have  been  effected  in  the  colour  and  pressure  at 
Creigiau  and  Tongwynlais  as  a result  of  the  scraping  of  the  mains 
pipes. 

Your  officers  continue  to  investigate  the  number  of  houses  not 
yet  provided  with  hot  and  cold  water,  baths  and  indoor  sanitation. 
300  houses  were  visited  during  the  year  for  this  purpose  and,  where 
possible,  owners  were  advised  of  the  loans  and  grants  available 
for  the  provision  of  these  amenities. 


Fluoridation 

The  question  of  fluoridation  of  water  supplies  was  considered 
at  the  January  Meeting  of  the  Health  Committee  when  your  Medical 
Officer  at  the  time,  Dr.  G.  McKim  Thomas,  submitted  a supplemen- 
tary report  on  the  subject.  Information  was  given  on  investigations 
carried  out  in  the  U.S.A.  and  a statement  by  Miss  Forrest,  the 
Senior  Dental  Officer  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  was  quoted  which 
summed  up  her  conclusions  on  the  American  and  British  studies 
as  follows: 

“The  evidence  now  put  forward  shows,  without  question,  that 
fluoridation  has  effected  an  important  reduction  in  caries  in  the 
deciduous  (temporary)  teeth  in  young  children.  There  is  good 
reason  to  expect  that  when  it  has  been  in  operation  for  a longer 
period  the  effect  on  the  permanent  teeth  will  also  be  similar  to 
the  American  experience.” 

On  the  cost  of  the  measure,  various  estimates  have  been  put 
forward  from  4jd.  per  head  up  to  lOd.  per  head  of  the  population. 

Quoting  from  the  journal  The  Medical  Officer , from  an  article 
by  Dr.  Alcock,  Dr.  McKim  Thomas  gave  a summary  of  the  generally 
accepted  conclusions  as  follows: 

(1)  Fluoride  salts  were  widely  distributed  in  nature  and  were 
consumed  in  our  daily  diet. 

(2)  Where  fluoride  salts  are  naturally  present  in  local  drinking 
water  supplies  they  have  been  shown  to  have  a marked 
effect  in  reducing  the  incidence  of  dental  decay. 

(3)  Where  fluoride  salts  are  added  to  drinking  water  to  raise 
the  level  to  one  part  per  million,  the  effect  is  similar  to 
that  found  in  areas  where  the  drinking  water  naturally 
contains  this  level. 
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(4)  There  is  now  abundant  evidence  from  numerous  sources 
testifying  to  the  safety  of  controlled  fluoridation. 

The  position  regarding  our  water  supply  is  that  the  amount  of 
fluoride  present  varies  from  0.033  to  0.05  parts  per  million  whereas 
it  is  estimated  that  it  should  contain  one  part  per  million  to  have 
the  desired  effect  on  teeth. 

Dr.  McKim  Thomas  concluded  his  report  by  stating  “Having 
given  this  matter  due  consideration,  and  knowing  that  there  are  a 
number  of  places  where  water  already  has  the  recommended  amount 
of  fluoride  and  apparently  has  been  taken  by  large  numbers  of  persons 
over  prolonged  periods  without  any  adverse  effect  on  the  general 
health,  I recommend  to  the  Health  Committee  favourable  con- 
sideration of  the  fluoridation  of  water  where  necessary.” 

The  Committee  supported  the  report  but  later  it  was  found  that 
the  Cardiff  Rural  District  water  supply  could  not  be  treated 
economically  as  a separate  unit  and  it  was  decided  at  the  May 
meeting  of  the  Health  Committee  to  defer  the  matter  to  enable  the 
Clerk  to  inform  the  Glamorgan  County  Council  and  the  Ministry 
of  Health  of  the  problem  facing  the  Cardiff  Rural  District  Council 
in  the  matter  of  the  isolation  of  the  district  from  the  water  under- 
takers and  the  cost  involved;  and  that  both  the  County  Council 
and  the  Ministry  of  Health  be  approached  to  ascertain  what  financial 
contributions  might  be  made  towards  the  fluoridation  of  water 
supplies  in  the  District,  if  the  District  Council  decided  to  request 
that  its  water  supplies  be  fluoridated. 

It  was  reported  later  that  it  was  both  impracticable  and  un- 
economical to  treat  the  supplies  to  the  Cardiff  Rural  area  as  a 
separate  unit  and  it  appears  that  we  shall  now  have  to  wait  until 
all  the  authorities  on  the  supply  agree  to  have  the  water  treated 
with  fluoride  at  source. 


HOUSING 

The  number  of  Category  V properties  in  the  district  is  now  down 
to  25  and  statutory  action  is  taken  to  secure  the  closure  or  demolition 
of  any  property  in  this  category  whenever  one  becomes  vacant. 

The  Housing  Committee  at  their  December  meeting  resolved 
that  each  Member  of  the  Council  (with  the  exception  of  the  Members 
for  the  parish  of  Whitchurch)  examines  the  list  of  applications  for 
Council  accommodation  in  his  or  her  district  so  as  to  ascertain  the 
correct  current  need  for  accommodation  in  each  district.  With  the 
knowledge  thus  obtained  and  the  figures  for  the  parish  of  Whit- 
church as  provided  by  the  Clerk  of  the  Council,  the  results  showed 
a total  need  for  208  units  of  accommodation  for  the  whole  of  our

district.  Of  the  total  of  208  units  of  accommodation,  21  three- 
bedroom,  136  two-bedroom,  26  one-bedroom  and  25  bed-sitting 
accommodation  were  shown  to  be  needed.  This  appears  to  be  a 
modest  demand  for  a population  of  50,880. 

In  the  district,  there  are  still  a number  of  under-occupied  Council 
houses.  Every  effort  is  made  to  persuade  tenants  in  under-occupied 
dwellings  to  accept  smaller  accommodation  with  success  in  several 
cases. 

There  is  still  a number  of  dwellings  without  provision  of  indoor 
sanitation,  baths  and  hot  and  cold  water  services.  Owners  of  such 
properties  have  been  circularised  and  informed  of  the  grants  available 
to  them  for  securing  these  amenities  but  the  response  is 
disappointing. 

381  private  dwellings  and  53  Council  dwellings  were  built  during 
the  year.  Lists  giving  the  number  and  location  of  these  houses  appear 
on  page  34a  of  this  report.

Two  sites  at  Minehead  View,  Rhoose,  which  were  not  licensed 
under  this  Act  owing  to  the  hearing  of  an  appeal  in  the  Division  of 
the  High  Court  have  now  been  cleared. 

In  the  case  of  another  site  in  the  Council’s  District  in  which  a 
summons  had  been  taken  out  for  non-compliance  with  licensing 
conditions,  the  summons  was  withdrawn  on  the  Council  being 
satisfied  that  works  required  to  meet  the  licensing  conditions  had 
been  satisfactorily  carried  out  by  the  licensee. 

All  other  sites  in  the  Council’s  District  were  maintained  at  a high 
standard  and  did  not  give  cause  for  unsatisfactory  reports  by  the 
department. 

The  Health  Department  has  in  the  past  drawn  attention  to  the 
need  for  a licensed  site  for  tents  for  holiday-makers  in  the  coastal 
part  of  the  Council’s  area.  Such  a licensed  site,  if  available,  would 
ensure  amenities  such  as  piped  water  supplies,  water  carriage, 
sanitary  accommodation,  etc.  At  present,  campers  have  to  rely 
on  chemical  closets  and  perhaps  the  odd  tap  distantly  situated  in 
the  corner  of  a field. 

FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACT,  1955 
THE  FOOD  HYGIENE  (GENERAL)  REGULATIONS,  1960 

During  1964,  our  Public  Health  Inspectors  made  a total  of  537 
visits  to  food  premises  in  the  Council’s  District.  In  all  there  were 
88  instances  where  the  Inspectors  found  that  the  occupiers  did  not 
comply  with  some  provisions  of  the  regulations.  The  Public  Health 
Inspectors  served  55  notices  in  respect  of  contraventions  and,  in 
53  instances,  the  defects  were  remedied  by  informal  action.  Only 
in  two  cases  was  statutory  action  taken  to  enforce  compliance 
with  the  provisions  of  the  above  acts  and  regulations.  It  is  essential 
that  routine  visits  be  made  to  food  premises  by  Public  Health 
Inspectors  to  ensure  that  the  premises  at  all  times  comply  with 
Food  and  Hygiene  Regulations.

It  is  pleasing  to  note  that  the  public  are  becoming  more  hygiene 
conscious.  The  Department  receives  complaints  from  members  of 
the  public  from  time  to  time  about  the  quality  of  foodstuffs 
purchased. 

There  has  been  some  improvement  in  the  standard  of  Mobile 
Shops  operating  within  the  Council’s  District  as  a result  of  the 
attention  given  to  them  by  our  Public  Health  Inspectors  over  the 
last  two  or  three  years. 

During  the  year,  complaints  were  received  concerning  unfit  food 
and  food  not  of  the  nature,  substance  and  quality  demanded  by 
the  purchasers.  In  these  cases  complaints  were  passed  to  the  Food 
and  Drugs  Authority  to  be  dealt  with  under  the  provisions  of  the 
Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955. 

In  the  following  table,  information  has  been  supplied  by  the 
County  Medical  Officer  of  Health  relating  to  samples  of  food 
taken  in  the  Cardiff  Rural  District  during  1963  by  the  County 
Sampling  Officers.

The  Cardiff  Rural  District  Council  forms  part  of  a specified 
area  under  the  Milk  (Special  Designation)  (Specified  Areas)  Order 
1951.  This  requires  all  milk  which  is  sold  to  be  pasteurised, 
sterilised  or  tuberculin  tested  milk.

There  has  been  a further  increase  during  1963  in  the  number  of 
premises  registered  under  the  above  Act,  giving  a total  of  27. 
Routine  visits  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  during  the  year 
were  made  to  check  whether  the  occupiers  of  such  premises  were 
complying  with  the  provisions  of  the  Food  Hygiene  (General) 
Regulations,  1960.  No  proceedings  were  taken  during  the  year 
for  contraventions  of  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations.

During  the  year  the  following  articles  of  food  were  voluntarily 
surrendered  and  certified  as  unfit  for  human  consumption.  The 
food  voluntarily  surrendered  to  the  Health  Inspectors  was,  by 
arrangement,  disposed  of  at  the  Council’s  refuse  tips.

There  are  no  slaughterhouses  in  the  Council’s  area  and,  therefore, 
it  has  not  been  necessary  to  implement  the  provisions  of  the  above 
Regulations  regarding  the  staining  of  meat  found  to  be  unfit  for 
human  comsumption. 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 

The  efficient  drainage  of  the  district  and  of  dwellings  is  a service 
essential  for  the  living  comforts  and  the  health  of  the  community. 
The  technical  details  of  the  construction  and  operation  of  a sewerage 
disposal  system  are  the  province  of  the  sanitary  engineer  rather  than 
of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health.  The  chief  interest  of  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  in  these  matters  lies  in  the  fact  that  improper 
handling  of  the  sewage  will  result  in  a widespread  nuisance,  with 
the  possibility  of  great  potential  danger  of  community  infection. 

Inhabitants  of  districts  dependent  on  cesspools  are  aware  of  the 
difficulties  and  inconveniences  associated  with  this  form  of  drainage, 
as  for  example,  the  choking  of  drains,  the  overflow  of  contents  of 
cesspools,  offensive  smells,  and  a breeding  source  for  insect  pests 
and  vermin.  Many  public  health  nuisances  can  be  associated  with

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bad  drainage  and  the  cesspool  system  of  sewage  disposal.  Yet,  a 
large  number  of  cesspools  still  provide  the  method  of  drainage  in 
many  parts  of  our  district.  On  the  other  hand,  we  are  reaching 
the  stage  where  almost  every  community  of  dwellings  exceeding 
twenty  in  number,  is  now  provided  with  a water  carriage  system  of 
drainage  to  a sewer  having  its  outfall  in  the  sea  or  at  an  efficient 
disposal  plant. 

It  is  recorded  that  97  dwellings  in  the  village  of  Creigiau  were 
connected  to  a new  sewer  during  the  year  1963,  thus  reducing  the 
number  of  cesspools  and  the  consequent  difficulties  resulting  from 
the  overflowing  of  these  cesspools. 

Progress  is  being  made  with  the  scheme  to  provide  a sewer  at 
The  Drope,  St.  Georges.  Many  nuisances  from  overflowing  cesspools 
have  arisen,  but,  with  the  completion  of  the  sewer,  a more  satis- 
factory state  of  affairs  will  result. 

The  department  of  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor  has  furnished  the 
following  particulars  relating  to  sewerage  schemes. 

1.  The  Drope,  St.  Georges  sewerage  and  sewerage  disposal 
scheme  was  commenced  on  the  29th  September,  1963, 
and  will  be  completed  shortly. 

2.  The  Creigiau  sewerage  scheme  was  brought  into  operation 
on  the  21st  May,  1963,  and  the  total  number  of  properties 
so  far  connected  is  97. 

3.  The  St.  Andrews  sewerage  scheme  is  likely  to  commence 
in  February,  1964.  This  scheme  provides  for  a relief 
sewer,  the  contract  period  being  18  months. 

A table  giving  an  analysis  of  the  prevailing  forms  of  drainage 
appears  on  page  38a. 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

House  refuse  is  collected  from  dwelling  houses  once  weekly  and 
from  business  premises  by  special  arrangement.  The  Council 
operate  a bye  law  which  requires  the  householder  to  place  the 
refuse  bin  near  the  gateway  leading  to  the  premises.  This  arrange- 
ment expedites  the  collection  and  makes  the  collection  a more 
economic  proposition  than  the  method  where  the  collector  enters 
the  garden  premises  and  removes  it  from  that  point.  There  are 
many  considerations  against  the  system  of  collection  from  the 
garden,  not  least  of  them  being  the  added  burden  to  the  collector. 

Householders  are  required  to  store  house  refuse  in  the  regulation 
type  of  metal  container  fitted  with  a lid.  The  provision  of  a satis- 
factory refuse  bin  is  one  of  the  requirements  of  tenancy  in  the  case 
of  council  houses  and  those  wishing  to  secure  a bin  from  the  Council 
may  do  so  on  payment  of  3d.  per  week,  added  to  the  rent,  until 
the  cost  of  the  bin  is  recovered.  Private  householders  may  rent 
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a bin  for  a payment  of  5/-  per  annum  collected  at  the  same  time 
as  the  rate  demand.  These  two  schemes  have  been  in  operation 
for  several  years  and  they  assist  the  householder  and  Council  in 
many  ways. 

Household  refuse  is  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping  in  a country 
district  far  removed  from  dwelling  houses.  A bulldozer  is  used 
daily  to  level  and  consolidate  the  tip.  This  method  has  been  found 
helpful  in  reducing  the  risk  of  fire,  and  in  minimising  the  number  of 
rats  and  flies.  The  tip  is  treated  regularly  for  rat  infestation. 

ANTI-LITTER  CAMPAIGN 

The  effort  to  maintain  the  District  reasonably  free  from  all 
types  of  rubbish  is  an  example  of  the  type  of  unspectacular  but 
nevertheless  essential  functions  carried  out  by  the  public  health 
department  towards  the  preservation  of  satisfactory  environmental 
standards. 

The  problem  of  litter  is  a nationwide  one.  In  an  effort  to  alleviate 
the  problem  of  illegal  dumping,  many  authorities  are  becoming 
less  rigid  over  the  type  of  refuse  they  allow  their  services  to  collect. 
Some  authorities  arrange  special  periodic  collections  to  cater  for 
the  removal  of  bulky  articles  which  are  too  large  for  their  normal 
services.  Such  action  is  thought  to  be  justifiable  as  it  is  considered 
more  convenient  to  make  an  orderly  collection  than  perforce  to 
make  piecemeal  collections  from  points  scattered  throughout  the 
district. 

Any  such  efforts  in  our  district  would  be  successful  only  if  similar 
steps  were  taken  by  neighbouring  authorities.  The  despoiling  of 
the  country  must  in  the  final  analysis  affect  the  pleasures  of  all 
people. 

In  an  age  where  joint  boards  or  committees  have  been  established 
for  various  purposes,  for  example,  water  supply,  smoke  abatement 
and  drainage,  it  may  become  necessary  to  treat  the  problem  of 
litter  on  a wider  basis.  The  punitive  effect  of  the  Litter  Act  is 
apparent  only  when  the  culprit  can  be  identified  and  brought  to 
court,  as  is  the  case  in  a very  small  percentage  of  such  offences. 

When  refuse  is  becoming  progressively  more  bulky  and  disposal 
increasingly  more  difficult,  a more  positive  solution  may  have  to 
be  found.  This  may  obviate  the  reason  for  the  disposal  of  rubbish 
by  illegal  dumping.

DOMESTIC  PESTS 

The  department  assists  the  public  in  problems  associated  with 
insect  and  vermin  infestation  and  the  following  is  a summary  of 
the  cases  dealt  with  during  the  year. 

Bed  Bugs 

Only  one  dwelling  was  found  infested  with  bugs.  This  was  a 
minor  infestation  and  was  successfully  treated  with  fluid  D.D.T., 
a very  effective  agent  against  bed  bugs. 

Fleas 

There  were  no  complaints  of  flea  infestation  during  the  year. 
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Ants 

A few  complaints  of  infestation  were  reported  and  assistance 
was  given  as  to  methods  of  extermination. 

Wasps 

The  Council  provide  a free  service  to  the  public  for  the  destruction 
of  wasps  and  wasp  nests,  a service  which  is  much  appreciated. 

The  rodent  operatives  receive  a payment  from  the  Council  of  ten 
shillings  for  each  nest  destroyed.  The  operatives  are  provided  with 
protective  clothing  such  as  gauntlet  gloves,  hat,  face  and  neck 
protective  nets  and  a pressure  pump  syringe.  This  important  work  is 
often  carried  out  near  school  yards,  playing  fields,  hospitals  and 
homes  for  the  elderly. 

Twenty-three  infestations  were  treated  and  the  same  number  of 
live  nests  destroyed. 

Cockroaches 

A few  complaints  were  received  from  tenants  of  Council  accom- 
modation during  the  year.  The  harbourage  of  the  pests  were  treated 
with  insecticide  powders  but  this  proved  a remedy  for  a limited 
duration  only. 

Flies 

Only  one  complaint  of  heavy  infestation  by  flies  was  received 
during  the  year.  This  may  have  been  due  to  the  unseasonable 
summer. 

Other  Pests 

Many  enquiries  regarding  other  pests  such  as  squirrels,  moles 
and  bats  are  received  during  the  year  and  every  effort  is  made  to 
assist  the  public.  It  is  at  times  necessary  to  request  assistance  from 
the  pest  department  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and 
Food,  who  are  always  co-operative  and  helpful. 

Rodent  Control 

The  Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949,  requires  every 
local  authority  to  take  all  necessary  steps  to  secure,  as  far  as  is 
practicable,  its  district  free  from  rat  and  mice  infestations. 

The  Council  employ  two  rodent  operatives  in  the  Health  Depart- 
ment to  deal  with  surface  infestations.  Rats  and  mice  in  sewers 
are  dealt  with  by  the  department  of  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor. 

The  rodent  operatives  of  the  Health  Department  carry  out 
routine  inspections  of  farms,  business  premises  and  of  dwelling 
premises.  A charge  is  made  for  disinfestation  of  farms  and  business 
premises,  but  no  charge  is  made  for  disinfestation  of  dwelling 
premises. 
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Business  premises  are  charged  on  a cost  plus  travel  basis.  Farms 
are  treated  under  contract,  which  is  based  on  the  size  of  the  premises, 
the  extent  of  the  infestation  and  the  amount  of  time  estimated  to 
be  spent  on  the  work.  Generally,  this  works  out  at  13/-  per  hour 
per  month  per  year,  or  £7  10s.  Od.  inclusive,  for  an  annual  contract 
where  a rodent  operative  has  to  spend  one  hour  per  month  in 
treating  the  farm.  This  is  the  fairest  method  with  farms,  a farm  at 
the  periphery  of  the  district  being  charged  at  the  same  rate  as  one 
nearest  the  depot.
